Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
.such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wainwright (US 
6,651,365) in view of LesHe (US 2003/0145497) and Shieh (US 2005/0157485). 

Wainwright discloses (Fig.3) a plurality of light elements that are form shape of a 
plurality of the animals (dolphins in this case), the light elements may obtain any desire color 
(col.4, lines 55-59; col.5, lines 24-27; col.8, lines 55-58). 

Wainwright discloses the instant claimed invention except for a shape of cats. 

Leslie discloses (Fig.7) a display of patterns providing an symmetrical image of two cats 
sitting together. 

Leslie discloses the instant claimed invention except for a shape of heart. 

Shieh discloses a decorative lighting device and recites, that the omament may be 
differently shaped animals or articles (page 1, [0004]), therefore accordingly, any desired shape, 
including cats and hearts, may be used in the device for decorative appearance, without changing 
the functionality of the device. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to provide the device of Wainwright having shape of combination of the 
cats and hearts, as taught by LesHe and Shieh, for the purpose of the decorative appearance.
